German Language Not Favored 

Adelaide, $. Aus.—A striking proof 
of patriotism in study is afforded by 
the latest examination figures in con- 
nection with the Adelaide University. 
The German language, since the war, 
has fallen into marked disfavor, In 
1913 the number of students who sat 
for German in the junior, senior, 
higher and commercial tests was 264 
and in the same period there were 
553 candidatgs in French, The pro- 
portion has changed from about two 
to one (five years ago) to 10 to one 
at the present.

Justice everywhere cried “An eye 
for an eye,” “A tooth for a tooth,” 
and the avenger 
of blood was charg+d with the duty 
of satisfying this cry, While Justice 
should not be allowed to miscarry it 
is most important that there be 
mercy shown, Sometimes just men 
fotget to be merciful. In order that 


justice be done the cities of refuge 
were authorized, It was not a 
scheme by which the criminal was 
screened from justice, but a provision 
whereby the innocent was protected. 


2, Regulations Touching the Cities 


of Refuge (20;4-6), 

1. The right of entrance not to be 
denied (vy. 4), It was obligatory upon 
the rulers of the city to admit upon 
demand the one who fled hither, 
pending a trial which would disclose 
the fact as to whether the crime had 
been intentional or not. 

2, The stcurity of the one who en- 
tered*the city (v. 5). The rulers of 
the city did not dare to deliver the 
man slayer to the avenger of blood 
for punishment until a fair trial had 
j been givén; neither could the aven- 
‘ger cross over the threshold of the 
| city to touch a hair of the one who 
j had taken refuge in it. 

3. The right of fair trial (v. 6), 
| This provision of mercy made it so 
ithat the refugee could be safe while 
careful investigation was made as to 
whether he had killed “unwittingly” 
or by wicked purpose. If it should be 
proved that the man was guilty of 
murder he was delivered over “by the 


authorities to the avenger of blood 
that justice might be done, 
4, The innocent slayer must re- 


main in the city (v. 6). Even though 
the trial should exonerate him from 
intentional killing, yet he must re- 
main in the city in order to be saved. 
So grave is the act of taking a human 
life ‘that even the innocent man was 
obliged to be separated, from his 
home and friends at least until the 
death of the high priest. This de- 
privation enforced the obligation to 
shield life. 

3. The Appointment of the Cities 
of Refuge (20:7-9), 

1, On the west side of Jordan (v. 
7). (1) Kedesh in Naphtali on the 
north; (2) Shechem in Mt. Ephraim 
in the centre; (3) Hebron in the 
south, 

2. On the east side of Jordan (v. 
8). (1) Golan in Bashan on the 
north; (2) Ramoth-Gilead in Gad in 
the centre; (3) Bezer in Reuben in 
the south, In this distribution there 
was a place of safety accessible to 
jall. ‘These cities were not only in 
‘reach, but good roads, well marked, 
led to them so that the refugee 
might reach a place of safety before 
being overtaken (Deut. 19), 

This beautifully illustrates the re-

It’s necessity, Since by accident or 
wicked purpose men did kill, in order 
to be saved from the avenger these 
cities of necessity were appointed, All 
have sinned and are exposed to_ the 
wrath of God, therefore if any be 
saved a place of safety must be pro- 
vided in Christ. (2) This provision 
was by divine appointment, “Of him 
are ye in Christ Jesus.” (1 Cor, 1:30), 
(3) The cities were accessible to all,

\the depositors, whose deposits aggre- 
gate about $1,439,964. The menace, 
of a banking system which perinits| 
banks to be started on very small 
| capital could scarcely be more effet 
{tively illustrated than by this occur-| 
rence in Minnesota. 

At the recent convention of — the! 
United Farmers of Alberta a resolu-| 
tion was passed in favor of petition- 
ing the Dominion government to 
sanction the establishment of local 
banks with provincial charters. In 
speaking to this resolution, Mr, Vere 
Brown, western superintendent of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce, drew 
attention to the fact that the first 
responsibility of the government of 
Canada was towards those whose 
money is deposited in the banks, and 
he pointed out that taking at ran- 
dom the case of our nearest neigh- 
boring state, namely, North Dakota, 
there had been failures of small banks 
in that state alone since 1893 which 
had involved losses to depositors ag- 
gregating $301,000. 

The echoes of the Alberta conven- 
tion have hardly died away, before 
the abéve failures are chronicled, Im- 
agine what the effect would be if a 
similar occurrence had happened in 
any one of our three western pro- 
vinces—imagine depositors at 14 dif- 
ferent places in Alberta, to an aggre- 
gate of $1,439,000 facing the loss of 
a large part of their savings.

In Memorium 


In the death of George Macomber 
the Queenstown district and the farm- 
ers’ movement in general has lost one 
of its best and ablest men and it is 
safe to say that we have no one who 
can fill his place. Macomber had a 
little better education than the aver- 
age farmer and he used this to good 
advantage, not only for his own in- 
tereat, but for the good of the whole 
community. He was one of those 
few men who live to make the world 
better, who try to make conditions a 
little better than he. found them. 
There is absolutely nothing that has 
happened since this district was set- 
tled that was for the good of the 
community that George Macomber 
did not have his hand in. When the 
Queenstown local of the U.F.A. was 
formed in 1910, Macomber became its 
president and with the exception of 
one year, when he refused election, 
he has been president ever since, and 
be it said.to his credit that he prac- 
tically never missed a meeting: If 
he was late all members would ask: 
“Where is George?” and it is safe to 
say that nothing was done until 
George arrived. Macomber has been a 
councillor in the municipality ever 
since it was organized, he has served 
on the school board, was a member of 
the Non-Partisan League and served 
faithfully on. anything he undertook. 

When the Co-operative Lumber 
yard was organized George Macom- 
ber was elected secretary-treasurer, 
and the great success of this under- 
taking is chiefly due to his untiring 
efforts. Owing to the willingness and 
great ability of Macomber, there 
practically never was a committee 
elected to do.anything in Queenstown 
unless he was on it. As a farmer 
Macomber must also be classed as one 
of Queenstown’s most successful men’ 
About four years ago he married Miss 
Jessie Taggert and began farming for 
himself on a quarter northeast of the 
Queenstown school, and he had gradu- 
ally increased his holdings until he 
owned a whole section. Two years 
ago he built a fine house and set out 
a tree plantation around’ his home. 
It is very sad that a young man with 
80 many good qualities and with such 
bright prospects should pass away so 
soon and nobody will be missed more 
by everyone in Queenstown than will 
George E. Macomber.

TREE PLANTING ON IRRIGATED 
FARMS 


The following comment on the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company's 
policy of supplying trees to farmers 
on irrigated lands, is taken from the 
Canadian Forestry Journal: 

“A far-seeing scheme of tree plant- 
ing las been put into effect by the 
Department of Natural Resources of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany on the irrigation block east of 
Calgary. ‘ Naturally devoid of any 
tree growth ‘and: yet with great po- 
tentialities,inagrioultural production 
under the stimulus of an irrigation 
system, it was early realized by the 
Management that no matter how fine 
the building that may be put upon 
the bald prairie it can never be a real 
home unless there are some trees and 
shrubs upon the ground. Most of the 
settlers coming to-the irrigated lands 
had their origin in well-treed districts 
and all of their old associations are 
very intimately connected with the 
trees growing about their old home- 
steads and the leaf-shaded lanes 
through which they played as child- 
ren, 

“The aesthetic side of prairie farm- 
ing is coming to be recognized as 
having vast practical importance, For 
example, if a settler can be induced 
to become interested in the appear- 
ance of his farm, particularly to the 
point where he will plant a grove of 
trees, it is reasonably certain that he 
will soon have something more than 
a transient business interest in the 
property. Once that attitude is de- 
veloped ti is but logical to assume 
that the settler will not start out to 
“mine” the soll with the object of 
getting as much quick money as pos- 
sible and then selling out. The Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Company has 
done a splendid service in encourag- 
ing planting, of trees around the 
homes on the irrigation block and has 
distributed each year, without charge, 
quantities of trees which have been 
found by experiment to be hardy in 
the district.”

New Labor Charter 


Hours of Work Shall Not Exceed 
Eight Daily St 

London, — The main proposals of 
the British draft, adopted with minor 
alterations by the international labor 
leaders at Paris as the new charter of 
Labor, are given in a special dispatch 
from the labor correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph. 

The provisions of this draft pre- 
clude the employment of children un- 
der fifteen years of age in industrial 
occupations and of children between 
fifteen and eighteen for more than six 
hours daily, At least two hours each 
day must be devoted by these young 
workers to technical or regular edu- 
cation and they will not be permitted 
to work at night or on Sundays and 
holidays. 

A Saturday half holiday will be in- 
troduced into all countries and work- 
ers shall be allowed a continuous 
weekly rest of at least 36 hours, while 
the hours of work shall not exceed 
eight daily or 48 weekly, and even 
less than this in dangerous trades,
